:he president to reduce the duties on Cuban pro- 
ducts and inviting the island to become a part of 
the United States. The communication is ^^on'g 
For our columns but the following are brief relations 
of the reasons given. 


Investigation by the house ways and means 


committee, of which Mr. Newlands is a member, 
shows that prior to the Cuban civil war, the island 
produced about i ,000,000 tons of sugar. During the 
war the production fell off about 100,000 tons an- 
nually. 
Meanwhile, the production of protected 


and bounty-fed sugars in other countries increased, 
taking the place in the world's markets formerly 
occupied by Cuban sugars. 


Since the close of the war with Spain, Cuba has 


inlarged her production to 850,000 tons yearly. The? 
result of all this has been to create a phenomenally 
low price for sugar in markets outside of the United 
States. In this country the price of raw sugar is 
double the international price, because of the duty, 
which is about equal to the present international 
price. 
To this market Cuba seeks access. As yet 


she is in jio distress, her troubles being piospective. 
The present international price of sugar hardly 
equals the cost of production in Cuba. 
It is claim- 


ed that the cost of producing sugar in Cuba is from 
2 to 2}-? cents per pound. 
If the crop is sold at a 


quarter of a cent less than the cost of production, it 
means a loss to the planters of So per ton, which on 
the present crop would amount to $4,250,000. 


But Mr. Newlands denies that the United States 


is responsible for this condition, it being world-wide, 
or that we are under any moral obligations to make 
tariff concessions against our interests. It is not 
contended that tariff reduction on Cuban sugar will 
cheapen 
the article to the American consumer. 


We produce about one-third of the sugar ive con- 
sume, Cuba another third and the remainder we 
get from other countries. 
The free admission of 


Cuban sugar would double the value of the Cuban 
crop, giving a bonus to the Cuban planters of $25,- 
000,000 or $3^,000,000, an(j subject ourselves to a 
loss of about $25,000,000 in revenue, while the 
American people would continue to pay the same 
price for their sugar, unless there should be such an 
increase of Cuban and American production that 
the sugar from these sources, alone, will more than 
equal our consumption. 


Against such a plan our home producers pretest, 


more especially the beet sugar men. They claim 
that it would stimulate the production of sugar in 
Cuba, which country as an independent nation 
could and would make use of Chinese labor, thus 
giving them the double advantage of cheap labor 
and a highly protected market. 


Thobe who appeared for Cuba before the com- 


mittee were strongly in favor of a political union 
between the two nations which, in itself, would 
mean, full and free commercial union. It is perfect- 
ly clear that such a union would be of the greatest 
benefit to Cuba. 
Under existing conditions the 


American su;^ar market is the best in the world, 
and it is likely to remain such for a long time to 
conic, liven though Cuba should eventually pro- 
duce double her present crop, our own consump- 
tive cap-city will greatly increase, and it is doubt- 
ful it'the time will ever come when Cuba and the 
present domain of the republic will produce .sugar 
equal to the requirements of the American people. 


Complete commercial union with the United 


States would practically double the value of every 
pound of sugar that Cuba may have for export, un- 
less her production of the staple should inciease 
far more rapidly than is fairly to'be expected. 


The political advantages to Cuba of incorpora- 


tion with the United States can scarcely be meas- 
ured.

The property this company has ac- 


quired is the ftumboldt salt marsh. 
C. W. Kiney of Wadsworth promoted 
the enterprise and he and 
his asso- 


ciates located about 
eight 
thousand 


acres under 
the new saline law in 


twenty acre tracts. The Independent 
Salt Company has leased these claims 
or about two-thirds of them from the 
original locators. 


This company seems to be in ear- 


nes.t and has opened offices on the 9th 
floor of the Hayward building in San 
Francisco. 
A representative of 
the 


Tribune met Mr. Valentine when In 
tho city the other day. 
He said they 


were going ahead with their project 
and! would undoubtedly build a rail- 
road to the marsh. They had many 
tests of the salt and it was equal to 
the Liverpool article.

Is spending a few days in Reno on le- 
gal business, furnishes The Journal 
with the following Interesting news of 
Olinghouse Canyon, Washoe county's 
famous gold mining- camp: 


F. H. Sheehan is extracting high- 


grade ore on the Crowiv- Point. He 
will mill It as soon ag there are fa- 
cilities. 


One hundred feet of drift under con- 


tract has Just been completed on the 
Forlorn Hope and ore was found for 
the entire length of the work. 


The Ora, mill Is being thoroughly 


overhauled preparatory to making a 
run on two hundred tons of high-grade 
ore from the W, C. WilJIama Cabin 
claim. Another strike of rich ore was 
reported from this mine last week. 


The Denver people, who have a bond 


on the Slip mine, have been working 
steadily and now have in view the 
extension of the main tunnel flve hun- 
dred feet. 
Ore has been encountered 


and they are more than satisfied with 
the prospects of large bodies of ore 
in this claim. There is no doubt that 
the bond on this property will be taken 
up by these people at or before the 
time it should expire. 


Last week the Slip mill waa over- 


hauled and put in shape to make a run. 
of two hundred tons of ore from the 
Jumper mine. 
The Denver 
people 


also have a bond on this claim and 
have nine men at work extracting ore. 
The mill will run steadily on this ore 
for several months 
and the results 


thus far are certainly pleasing. The 
Denver people are experienced miners 
and the strongest factor at this time 
to bring the merits of the camp to 
the front. 


San Francisco parties have had min- 


ing engineers and "experts examining 
properties at Olinghouse for the past 
ten days. 
These parties have five of 


the most promising claims in the camp 
under bond by the conditions of which 
they will have to close by the first of 
August. 
From the looks of things it 


appears at this time that all these 
properties will be taken. 
Capital is 


at last awakening td the fact that there 
is a rich gold field In Olinghouse. 


Last Saturday the Homestake claim 


was bonded 
for quite a number of 


thousands of dollars. Miners say that 
the Juniper lead runs through this 
claim. 


E, Olinghouse, who already owns 


several 
valuable 
properties on the 


Green Hill, has taken a working bond 
on the Brooks McClane claims and is 
taking out milling ore. 


There is about four feet of snow at 


the head of the canyon, a greater depth 
on the summit and it is well packed, 
ensuring- more than the usual supply 
of water for working placers through 
the summer and supplying the mills. 


The bullion output of the gulch last 


year was $60,000 and this season It 
will be sevaral times that amount.
